"The probability of rabies 
is nearly 100 per cent in a 
skunk that attacks and bites 
a human, or in a bat tlial 
is found paralyzed- on the 
ground,” said Dr. .St-ubole- 
bine. 

He said anyone bitten by 
a .skunk or bat should im¬ 
mediately wash out the 
wound and seek medical at¬ 
tention without delay. If

health laboratory for rabies 
tests.

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more tiling 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk tor 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1. QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1. 1971, 


2. QUESTION; Who must tile the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER; One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers. 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: Tho requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is reall'/ dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been arr/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code.

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8I/2 by 11-inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that ma-/ be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6. QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

15. QUESTION: After July 1. 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication? 

ANSWER: All new filings will require pub- 
ica+ion until December 31, 1976. (Ruling of tho 
County Clerk of Los Angeles County.) 

16. QUESTION: What other values do registrants 
gain through publication of Fictitious Firm Names? 

ANSWER: Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished in the event competitors later use or file 
under tho same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value for tho firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of sabstantial circuation of tho 
name and address of tho business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately. 


8. QUESTION: Is a filing of tho new form 
since January 1, 1971. adequate? 

ANSWER: Yes, filings under the new law 
have boon accepted since January 1, to bo effec¬ 
tive July 1, 1971. 


9. QUESTION: What is the penalty for failure 
to file and publish? 

ANSWER: One penalty will be Inability to 
maintain a court action until the law has been com¬ 
plied with. In addition, most banks demand evidence 
of filing and publication prior to opening an ac¬ 
count under a fictitious firm name. 


17. QUESTION: Where can I see the now law? 

ANSWER: Most of tho sections are quoted 
on printed form obtainable free from;

Recently a consumer tele¬ 
phoned the Divisio,n of Con¬ 
sumer Services, Department 
of Consiumer Affairs, to ask 
how sh,e cuuld cancel the 
ccntract she had signed the 
day before to buy a mobile 
home. She had signed the 
contract after a high pies- 
.surod sales pitch thinking 
she had three (days to can¬ 
cel. Unfortunately she had 
to be referred to a.n attorney 
because tne three day “ccol- 
ing-off” period lor contracts 
in California, effective March 
1972, applies only to Homo 
Solicitation Contracts (over 
fifty dolarsl. 

Briefly tl;e law states; 

1. The buyer has the right 
to cancel a homo solicita¬ 
tion contract, or offer, until 
midnight of the third calen¬ 
dar day — excluding S(jn- 
day — after the day on 
wliich he signs an agree¬ 
ment or offer to purchase. 

2. Cancellation occurs 
when the buyer gives writ¬ 
ten notice of cancellation to 
the .seller at the address 
.'■pecitiecl in the agreement. 

3. Naticc of cancellation, if 
given by m.ail, is effective 
when, deposited in the mail, 
properly addresoed and with 
postage paid. 

4. If you cancel and you 
have already made some 
payment to the seller, the 
.s<‘ller is entitled to retain 
five per cent of the cash 
price hut in no event may 
ho retain more than $15. 

5. If you cancel, the .seller 
ni'.i.st return to you any pay¬ 
ment made, less cancellatioin 
fee, and' a.ny goods or other 
property, in substanlially as

The People Must Know

Because there is such a flap between the Congress 
and the President about executive power and congressional 
power I think it pertinent to tell what I heard in Wash¬ 
ington last week. It confirms what I said in this column 
many weeks ago. 

Senator Sam Erwin (D), chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, and also Chairman of the Commit¬ 
tee investigating Watergate said “Our real trouble is that 
most members of Congress are only interested in draw¬ 
ing their breath and their salary.” 

Congressman Richard Hanna (D), California said, 
“the will of Congress has the tensile strength of a wee 
noodle.” 

The Wall Street Journal said (regarding a stable 
government) “We would have to say that President Nixon 
has attempted something along these lines. He has had 
prt'cious little help, and a great deal of hindrance, from 
Congress, which still has too many of the frenetic breed 
that hatches a crisis with every morning’s coffee and a 
half-baked remedy before the evening nightcap.” 

About executive privilege President Franklin Roost;- 
velt never even told Vice President Harry Truman about 
the development of the atomic bomb, and next. President 
Harry Truman never told either the people or the Con 
gress about the dropping of the bomb on Japan. Every 
President since George Washington has used executive 
privilege under the doctrine of “separation of powers.” 

The Senate and the Congress use their executive privi¬ 
lege all the time by holding executive committee hearings, 
and you can imagine the howl they would put up if the 
President or the jjeople demand their right to know in¬ 
stantly. 

ITEM — It is sort of funny to see the hysterics of 
Senator John Tunney (D) of California and Senator Teddy 
Kennedy (D) of Massachusetts over the order of the 
President to reduce military bases around the country to 
save the taxpayers a bundle of money. These two Sena¬ 
tors have been the most loud mouthed in demanding a 
reduction of the military. Now, when the President does 
it they turn turtle and scream. Around Washington they 
are known as the “week end cowboys.” 

ITEM — It politics there is a phrase called “the kiss 
of death” which seems to have been given to Mayoralty 
candidate Jesse Unruh by Ziggy Arywitz and the bosses 
of the AFL-CIO in the recent city election. Mr. Unruh’s 
labor supiwrt turned out to be a myth and all the blowing 
the union bosses did about supporting Mr. Unruh turned 
out to be “hot air.”

Foreign Aid For Industry

Detroit has won another round in its campaign to 
pollute the atmosphere of this country. With the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency giving in on its effort to force 
the Detroit automakers to adhere to the 1975 pure air- 
standards. Americans can look forward to more bouts 
with dirty, choking, eye-searing and killing smog. 

It’s always been so. What the automakers want, they 
usually get. The “damn the public welfare” attitude that 
has always seemed to prevail continues to rule the roost 
at General Motors, Ford, and Chrysler. 

As odd or shocking as it might seem, practically all 
the improvements to the American automobile designed to 
protect the public, such as seat-belts, adequate bumpers, 
and now air pollution control devices, have been man¬ 
dated by the Congress and forced on the automakers 
over their opposition. They prefer utilizing their efforts 
on developing sales gimmicks and designing new garish 
front grills, tail fins, or hydraulic toe rests. 

Our auto Industry is sick — it’s been sick a long time. 
Our auto exports shrink as the import of foreign autos 
skyrockets. Detroit’s answer to the Volkswagen was the 
Edsel. Here is an industry isolated in the machinations 
of its own ego — the demented king who claims supremacy 
as his once great empire wastes away. 

’The prime example of the ineptness of this sick giant 
is its inability to clean up the dirty engine. But while 
Detroit insisted that it could not possibly meet the 1975 
clean air standards, foreign automakers have shown that 
they can. 

Toyo Kogyo Company, a Japanese automaker which 
produces Mazda, an automobile with a Wankel rotary 
engine built under a German patent, qualified; so did 
Mercedes, a German automaker with a diesel engine. 
Another Japanese automaker, Honda, stated that it would 
be able to meet the 1975 standards. 

Most of these automakers — all foreign — which 
have met the clean air standards have developed new 
technology which enabled them to redesign the motor 
in order to create their low emission autos. Detroit, on 
the other hand, is still fiddling around with a catalytic 
converter concept that is not very effective and has been 
around for too many years to remember. 

Let’s face it, with regard to automobiles the United 
States has become an underdeveloped country. Our vaunted 
technology has been long outmoded. Maybe the Japanese 
and the Germans should include us in their foreign aid 
program: they could teach us how to build efficient smog- 
free motor vehicles.

Men who believe there are 
different kinds of inflation 
may- be convinced than dif¬ 
ferent cures are needed. For 
instance, if it is a “Cast 
Push” inflation, and higher 
wages are believed to be 
the cost of production mo.st 
responsible for the extra 
push, then the obvious cure 
would seem to be a roll¬ 
back or other control of the 
wage rates.

Or, if higher profits are 
beiievad to be responsible 
for pushing prices upward, 
then the most likely cure 
would be an “excess-profits” 
tax or some limitation of 
profits.

The latest new kind of in¬ 
flation is alleged to bo “So¬ 
cial Inflation” ... due to 
the extra expense of clean¬ 
ing up air, and water, fos¬ 
tering “consumerism,” meet¬ 
ing other social goals. And 
when the doctors of the sick 
body politic get around to 
it, they m.ight possibly come 
to believe that the cure for 
social inflation is to clamp 
a lid on federal spendin.g. 

— CT — 

In view of the widespread 
disagreement about the 
facts concerning inflation in 
tht United States of America 
. . . Let us imagine a com¬ 
parable situation at some 
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other time and place in ’nis- 
tory. Let’s say it’s the year 
of the millennium in Utopia 
and set is we can visualize 
the facts. Let’s futher ima¬ 
gine that the residents of 
Utopia are as bright on the 
whole as we are, living un¬ 
der what is generally des¬ 
cribed a.s a free market 
economy with quite a lot of 
government intervention.

P'or the sake of simplicity 
let’s say that about a third 
cf the laborers in Utopia are 
members of a union under 
the leadership of Mr. Goody. 
And Mr. Goody =ays to the 
boys, “Let’.s have some in¬ 
flation; in.stead of the going 
wage of $3 per hour, we’ll 
demand $6.” But in Utopia 
there is no way to force an 
employer to hire anyone at

some $6 unemployment, -but 
no $6 labor; and there’s 
practically nothing laborers 
ca.n do to bring alxiut wage- 
push inflation

In Utopia, when a busi¬ 
nessman decides to have a 
little inflation, raise his 
prices five per cent to double 
his profits, a funny thing 
happens. Consumers decide 
they’ll buy from other sup¬ 
pliers instead, at the old 
prices; and seme businesses 
change ownership, hut there 
isn’t any inflation.

However, when the people 
of Utopia ask the govern¬ 
ment to provide additional 
services withoiut increasing 
taxes, and the government 
finances its deficits by print¬ 
ing additional money, then 
there is inflatiot’ in Utopia. 
“Social Inflation” caused by 
pumping nothing but money 
into the market.

Inflation in Uto p i a is 
strictly a mo,netary pheno¬ 
menon. If the government 
prints the money, it i.s call¬ 
ed soda] inflation. If any¬ 
one else prints it, it is calleitl 
counterfeiting. And that’s 
Ihc fact, the only relevant 
fact pertaining to inflation 
... in Utopia that is.

We menliored earlier the 
possibility that once we’ve 
identified this new kind of 
“social infuat i o n” that 
plagues the Uniled States . . 
. . then perhaps one of the 
doctors might find a work¬ 
able cure. 

— CT — 

Not bad for a start is ad¬ 
vice from .Andrew F. Brim¬ 
mer, member of the Board of 
Governors of the Federal 
Ro.serve System: “Despite 
our obivous affluence as a 
nation, we do not have the 
capacity to proiduce enough 
so that households can max¬ 
imize their consumption . . . 
while minimizing taxes: so 
that an adequate volume of 
bousing can be built; so that 
business can expand their 
production facilities at a 
maximum rate . . . and also 
make tlie investment needed 
to abate pollution; so that 
governments can meet the 
increasing demand for pub¬ 
lic services . . . while tax 
revenues lag behind spend¬ 
ing.”

What the good doctor 
seems to be prescribing is 
exercise ... of self-reliance 
and will-power. If we don’t 
like inflation then ask the 
government to stop pamper¬ 
ing us and tampering with 
the money supply and stick 
to its moi'c appropriate gov¬ 
ernmental function of poli¬ 
cing the market; otherwise 
leave us alone, I hope, I 
hope, I hope.

If you’re ha’ving a little trouble the.se days getting 
through to your lads •when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

Wc can’t promise to mate you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here arc a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
.sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a rc.sponsible job. \Ndiile 
marihuana, which is nol a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to lind out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ops”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term, lieavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
licavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates arc given 
as prescription .sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as W'cll a.s psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict's main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
